aware that the same prejudice existed 
towards the Savior and his Apostles, 
and indeed to the Saints in all ages, 
as towards us. The Savior told his 
disciples, ‘‘ If they persecute me, they 
will persecute you; if they called the 
Master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more will they call those of his 
household “ Tes, says be, You 
will be hated of all men, and they will 
whip you and scourge you, and they 
will cast you out of their synagogues,” 
‘becoming so far infatuated as to 
believe they are doing God service.” 
This appears strange, yet it was just 
as true, notwithstanding the kind dis- 
sition of the Savior, his exemplary 
ife, his course from childhood to 
manhood, the charity and burning love 
that was in his heart, his disposition 
to bless and benefit the human family, 
yet in full opposition to this, the in- 
fluence exerted by the Powers of 
Darkness upon the human family, 
blinded, deceived, and led them from 
the truth. Socompletely was thisdone, 
that although the truth was presented 
in plainness and simplicity, the people 
turned a deaf ear, and allowed preju- 
dice and tradition to overcome them. 
Seeing that such was the fact in the 
case of Jesus, aud he declared that it 
would continue, shall we not be care- 
ful how we reach conclusions upon 
principles which may affect both our 
present and future interest. 

I have found almost universally in 
traveling among my friends and ac- 
quaintances, that they have had views 
which were incorrect respecting the 
principles and doctrines believed by 
the Latter-day Saints; some have 
thought that they entirely ignored the 
Bible, others that they place no weight 
on the Atonement, and others declare 
that they think more of Joseph Smith 
than of Jesus Christ. Now all these 
ideas are certainly false, for they 
believe more strongly in the Bible 
than any other people—that it is the 
word of God written by inspired men, 
that Joseph Smith was a great Pro- 


phet, but that Jesus was still greater, 
that he was indeed the Son of God 


and the sacrifice offered for sin, that 
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through his atonement the debt or 
sin, brought opon the human family 
by the transgression of our firs 
parents, was canceled, and that “lif, 
and immortality are brought to light 
by the Gospel.” It is through the 
shedding of his blood we obtain re. 
mission of sins by obedience to the lay 
of baptism, it is the power of his atone. 
ment which gives life and efficacy to 
all the ordinances of his Gospel, and 
makes it the power of God «nto sal. 
vation.” No man can be saved in hig 
sin, and until all are redeemed from 
the sin of our first parents, they must 
be held responsible for individual acts 
in life. Jesus, however, not only 
paid the debt contracted by our first 
parents, but be laid down the plan, 
instituted certain ordinances, and pro. 
mised that certain blessings should 
follow, compliance and obedience 20 
securing salvation from personal sin. 
It is essential that every son and 
daughter of Adam have a eorrect 
understanding upon this point, and J 
would urge examination; then peraon- 
ally judge as to whether they are the 
same conditions as those laid down by 
Jesusand his Apostles, Inthe first place 
it is necessary that men realize their 
true situation, feel that they really stand 
in need of a Savior and a friend, and 
that they have faith in Jesus as the 
Son of and the Savior of mankind, 
Then it is their duty to repent of 
every sin, that they conclude to for- 
sake all evil; determining by the help 
of the Lord they will lead a new life, 


humbling themselves as little children, 


feeling and saying, ‘‘ Father, I ask 
thy forgiveness, I fee] I have done 
wickedly, now I see my error and wish 
to do right; here isa penitent sinner 
believing in Jesus, repenting of sin, 
wanting forgiveness,” etc., eto. Now 
what is the next step to be taken! 
Let us hear what Peter says. You 
remember probably that great meeting 
on the day of Pentecost, when the 
Apostle stood up and “ preached unto 
them Jesus ;” this was after they had 
tarried at Jerusalem until they were 
endowed with power from on high.” 
The Holy Ghost was upon them, and 
they were authorized and qualified to 
preach the Gospel, and to offer salva- 
tion to the people. This, recollect, 
was the first sermon preached after the 


* 
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ascension of the Savior, and surely it 
will be admitted that Peter and all 
the Apostles perfectly understood what 
was their calling, understood what 
was necessary to be done; so after 
expounding the prophecies, after prov- 
ing that Jesus was the Messiah, after 
testifying how he had seen him per- 
form many mighty miracles, after 
testifying to his death, resurrection, 
and ascension, the convincing power 
of the Holy Ghost rested upon the 
ple, they believed that Peter spoke 
the truth, and being pricked to the 
heart they cried out, Men and bre- 
thren, what shall we do?” Mark the 
reply, Repent and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus for 
the remission of sins, and you shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost,” 
thus on the first opportunity carrying 
out the command and expecting the 
fulfillment of the Savior’s promise, 
„He that believeth and is 
ahall be saved,” etc. 5 
I am aware that many conflicting 
opinions exist respecting this ordi- 
nance, and that numerous arguments 
have been set forth by all parties to 
substantiate these differing views, not 
only as to the proper mode of baptism, 
but as to its object. Now if the Bible 
is the guide, it does seem strange how 
any can mistake the mode, when so 
many passages of Scripture give un- 


aptized | 


mistakable evidence on the point; for 
instance, when John baptized Jesus, 
he came up straightway out of the 
water,” (John iii, 16,) consequently | 
must have gane down into it. John 
baptized in the Jordan, and in 
Enon, because there was much water 
there.” When Philip baptized the 
Eunuch, they both went down into 
the water,” and ben they came up 
out of the water,” the Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip. The case 
of the jailor is brought up as an argu- 
ment against immersion, because they 
were baptized ‘‘the same hour of the 
night,” but in the following verse we 
are told, ‘‘ when he had brought them 
again into his house he set meat before 
them.” (Acts xvi, 33, 34.) Here is 
evidence that they went out to be 
baptized, for if pouring.or sprinkling 
had been baptism, they need not have 
one out at so unseasonable an hour, 
hen immersion is a beautiful type of 
a burial, as Paul writes, ‘‘ We are 
buried with him by baptism unto 
death,” and then says, If we have 


been planted together in the likeness — 


of his death, we shall be also in the 
likeness of his resurrection.” (Rom. 
vi, 4, 5.) Many passages might be 
adduced to prove that immersion was 
the method practiced by the ancient 
Apostles.

THE FUTURE LIFE. 


— 


The Christian Union contained lately 
2 sermon by Henry Ward Beecher on 
“The Future Life.“ The only point 
demonstrated in this discourse is the 
popular preacher’s total ignorance of 
that life that forms the subject of the 
address. 

He attempts to show that the Old 
Testament is dumb and utters not a 
word” on a future life, and that the 
New Testament teaches the final loss 
of the body at death, that it is not 
to go beyond the grave.” He states 
his object to be, not to enlarge in- 
tellectnal ideas by clearing away intel- 
Jectual doubts, but to put the question 


of a future life so that it can be used 
for the comfort of this life and for its 
inspiration.” And he then goes on 
to show that neither he nor any other 
mortal knows anything about the fu- 
ture life, and to try to destroy the 
Bible doctrine of the resurrection of 
the body. 

In support of the statement that 
the Old Testament says nothing about 
a future life, and that its Saints or 
writers were in profound darkness 
on the subject,” he partially quotes 
the ‘words of Job. If be had fully 


quoted the afflicted man’s sayings he 


would have refuted his own argument. 


—

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Mr: Beecher gives a few words from 
the first part of the 14th chapter of 
Job, and concludes with the 11th and 
12th verses. 

A the waters fall from the sea, 
and the flood decayeth and dryeth up, 
so man lieth down and riseth not; till 
the heavens be no more they shall not | 
awake, nor be raised out of their 
sléep.’ 

To be honest with his hearers, he 
should have read the succeeding verses, 


but they would not have supported his | 


theory. The 13th to 15th verses are 
as follows : | 

0 that thou wonldst hide me in 
the grave, that thou wouldst keep me 
secret till thy wrath be past, that 
thou wouldst appoint me a set time, 
and remember me! If a man die 
shall he live again? All the days of 
my appointed time will I wait, till my 
change come. Thou shalt call, and I 
will answer thee, thou wilt have a de. 
sire to the work of thine hands.”’ 

It is clear from these passages that 
Job expected, when the heavens 
should be ‘‘no more” or as a New 
Testament writer has it, when the 
heavens are rolled up as a scroll,” 
that he should ‘‘awake and be raised 
out of his sleep,” and that when his 
Maker should call” he would be able 
to „answer.“ And to dispel all 
doubts as to Job’s faith in and under- 
standing of the doctrine of a future 
life,_and_that resurrection which the 
Plymouth Church divine denies, the 
following occurs in Job xix. 237926 a 

„Oh that my words Wefe now 
written ! oh that they were printed. 
in a book! That they were graven 
with an iron pen and lead in the 
rock for ever! For I know that m 
redeemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the earth, 
and though after my skin worms des 
troy this body, yet in my flesh shall I 
see God.” } 

This man Job, who lived in the 
old times, which the modern preacher 
would call the dark ages, knew a great 
deal more than Mr. Beecher does 
about the future life. The Psalms 
teem with references to the life be- 
48 the grave, and Ezekiel and Isaiah 

th speak of the resurrection of the 
body in the plainest and most unmis- 


takable language. The reason why 


the law, AB propounded by Moses, 
refers little to the great future of 


man, is because the Israelites had 
‘rejected the higher law revealed to. 


them in Horeb, and the code of car. 
nal commandments” given in Mount 
Sinai and relating only to mortal ex. 
istence, was added because it was 
adapted to a people who had shown 
themselves unworthy of the ordinan- 
ces and teachings and Priesthood that 
pertain to eternal life and exaltation, 

But the Gospel, with faith in the 
Redeemer and the rest of the right- 
eous, was preached to the Israelites. 


before the law was promulged amid the 


thunders and lightnings on the mount, 
they were ‘‘ baptized unto Moses in 
the cloud: and in the sea, and partook 
of ‘‘the spiritual roek that followed 
them, which was Christ,” and Abra- 
ham, their great progenitor, under. 
stood the Gospel, and like Job, saw 
the day of his Redeemer, and was. 
glad. All this is announced in ‘the 
New Testament, with which such an 
eminent preacher as Mr. Beecher 
ought to be well acquainted. 

It is a matter of surprise that a man 
professing to believe in the New Tes- 
tament can have the hardihood to 
stand up in the presence of thousands 
of intelligent men and women, and 
endeavor to disprove this doctrine of 
the resurrection of the body, which 
lies at the very foundation of the 
Christian faith.

| WHAT HAVE THEY DONE? 


[SECOND PAPER. ] 


OnE of the great evils of the centuries in a religious aspect, has been the 


essential tendency to division ; this is a calamity always, but when made to be 


the product of the highest characteristics of man, it is infinitely greater; to 
play upon the religious inatinots, to pervert its lofty spirit, to make it the 
stalking horse for self, is among the damnable things of the earth; to compel 
the bright beneficient angel of peace to establish contention and strife is a de- 
gradation, more felt the better it is understood; to assume authority or to act 
by supposed authority are both (if not equally) criminal, and sectarian history in 
this respect and sense is full of criminals; every special church, every man made 
religious organization is (intentionally or unintentionally) to that extent a fraud. 


Organisations or individuals using truths in alliance or combination with error for 


individual ends, for the purchase of notoriety, fame, wealth, social position, or 
personal vanity, are now and for ever reprehensible ; and to say that the end 
justifies the means is the essential genius of Jesuistry, whose origin is from 
beneath ; all this can be charged to sectarianism in the abstract and at times 
to very many of its individual leaders aud members. 

Another sad evil has been and is, that religion has been made an article of 
merchandise; you can buy in the market places any variety you wish, you 
pays your money and takes your choice ;” the minister is mainly the echo of 
his flock, he id in a dependent condition, they butter his bread, and buman 
nature not always being ruled by the highest moral furce, is in a measure the 
willing slave of circumstances. As u consequence, religious organizations are 
more doctrinal than practical, more sentimental than searching, more disposed 
to theorizing, than to the bringing of all natural or acquired powers to the evolv- 
ing of purity of life and nobility of character ; the ministerial office is degraded 
into a profession, a profession which, ostensibly dealing with heavenly things, 
ignores the monster evils of society and the age, which deals more in soft words 
than in ringing denunciations of wrong, which studies the proprieties, leaves 
untouched vested interests, and oringes to those of wealth and influence, unless 
belonging to other churches and creeds ; so the thus saith the Lord,” is a rare 
message to the religious world, it is thus saith Luther, or Calvin, or Knox, or 
Wesley, or Spurgeon, Beecher or Talmage ; these are the authorities in conneo- 
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tion with that individualism, which grouping around names and leaders, seeks 
or a religion easy and popular, and for a road to heaven which is unmarked by 
sacrifice, and made broad enough to carry mankind and all ita bag and bag- 
gage.” Now to have this kind of ministers and this kind of churches is a vast 
expense; there is the necessity of worldly education, schools and colleges are 
the ‘‘ Alma Mater” of the profession, these create your Reverends and Right 
Reverends, your Doctors of Divinity are made there, and proficiency in.the art 
of mystery entitles its lettered leaders to be dubbed with the initials L.L.D. ; 
these are meant expressly to perpetuate sect, to prumote division, to create 
avenues to social position and substantial preferment at the expense of admi- 
ring converts, perverts, or devotees. _ 

This too evident characteristic has been the father of scepticism and the 
parent of irreligion, thoughtful men have seen that while religion has been 
made respectable it has lost the confidence of the masses, while its great lights 
have been fond of wealth and ease, the poor have perished for the bread of life, 
while the rich have been pampered by eloquence and rhetoric, by creed and 
comment, by learning and eruditiou it has been to the utter neglect of the simple 
» Gospel of Jesus Ohrist ; so all the machinery of the churches is productive of a 
Fitiated and depraved condition, unworthy of its calling and its expense, and 
the results are an ideal every way lowered both as to morals and religion. 

Yet it is astonishing with what self glorification this religion assumes to be the 
parent of all the good in Christendom, that it has been the champion of every pro- 
gressive movement, and the life of every good thing ; this is much of a mistake, 
and reflection asks: Are not the good results more than balanced by the evil? Is 
not the position of Christendom to-day worse than it would have been if left to 
the intelligence of man, uncontrolled by sectarian influence? Would not religious 
impulse, life, results, aud prospects have been more lofty, truthful, clearer and 
efficient without the aid of perverted faith, apostate churches and a hireling 
clergy? Is not the benevulence, philanthrophy, and liberality of Christendom, 
more a product of human nature than it is of the churches? Oould not the 
world dispense with the accumulated stores of Divinity and Theology which are 
mainly the result of clerical speculation and uninspired research, and really be 
the richer in all intellectual resources and literary health and wealth? Could 
we not with advantage abandon two: thirds of our present sectarian churches, then 
by enlarging the others and filling the pulpits with men unsectarian and unsal- 
aried, achieve greater results for religion, morality, and progress? And if men 
could receive it, would it not be profitable to supersede these systems now, by 
the system of Jesus, and the ideas and traditions of the churches by the primi- 
tive and simple, yet efficient doctrines of Christ ? 

Again, religious division has forsaken its own professed ‘‘ Standard of Faith” 
(the Bible), it bas by this also invited scepticism, its practical virtue (the dissemina- 
tion of the written word) has been neutralized by its professions; by the inconsist- 
encies of faith and practice, heathendom has been lost to Christ so far as sectarian 
theory goes; and if men in a nation could be found so far traitorous to the 
atandards established in their country, penalty would quickly follow conviction 
and restore the supremacy of the law; the Standard says God is une” and“ bis 
name one; it declares that God made man in bis own image,” the Christian 
world says, God is without body, parts or passions ;” the Standard says, He 
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is a God at hand and not afar off,” that he “ is near even in thine heart if thou 
wilt but believe,” Christianity says that for eighteen centuries interest has 
been suspended and communication unknown; the Standard says, Jesus was 
4 get as an example that we should tread in his steps,” Christianity says, it is,
